Architect Approves Build- 
ing But Contractor Will 
Make Repair 

The village board meeting in 
special session last evening voted 
the final payment of $2,240 to Con- 
tractor Ed J. Kidera for the con- 
struction of the new fire station. 

Approval ^of the building wag" giv- 
en by the architect, Leonard Latz, of 
Waukegan, which then obliged the 
board to complete the payment. 

A letter to the board from Kidera 
said that although the floof put in 
by another contractor for whom he 
was not responsible did not come 
up to expectations, he would finish 
it at his own expense. 

"My donation to the village in 
this respect backfired," he said. Ki- 
dera said he plaqncd to either ap- 
ply a new surface or remove the 
existing surface.' 

Kidera took exceptions to the re- 
port of the board meeting,.. that he 
and Architect Latz debated or ar- 
gued over the job, 

"To infer that an architect allows 
a building to proceed without rigid 
inspection throughout the construc- 
tion period is to accuse him of ne- 
glect of duty. This is not true and I 
believe you owe Mr. Latz an apolo- 
gy," wrote Kidera to the Antioch 
News. 

Trustee Edgar Simonsen said that 
the fire department would probably 
spend $1,000 in plastering the ex- 
terior of the building to beautify it. 
The firemen expect to occupy their 
new building at an early date how 
that settlement has been made. 

One thousand dollars' was trans- 
ferred by the board from the gen- 
eral fund to tiie fire department 
fund to provide enough for the 
payment to Kidera.

Cows Caused No Trouble 
"The cows went out without any 
trouble, whatsoever," said Hills in 
describing the quick evacuation of 
his fine dairy herd. 

He said that he and Mrs. HUls 
were seated in the living room of 
their home and their view of the 
barn was obstructed. 

"When we went to the phone we 
could see the bright light in the lot 
and knew something was wrong," 
said Mrs. Hills. 

The Antioch firemen made a 
quick trip and did a good job in 
preventing other buildings catching 
fire. The barn was to the northeast 
of the house and the wind from the 
northwest kept the flames away 
from it. Other nearby, buildings 
were showered with sparks. 
Freak Wind Change 
A freak condition in the weather 
was noted. After the fire got a good 
start the wind changed to the eastj 
blowing the flames across the 
Soo tracks. 

The only water available was in 
the cattle tank, and it was neces- 
sary for the fire department to 
make a number of trips back to 
town 'in getting water. Both trucks 
were used. 

The Lake Villa department aided 
in the ""fire fighting , which was 
greatly appreciated. 
' "I want the people to know that 
the firemen, did a fine job and we 
had fine protection dn our other 
buildings," said Mr. Hills. 

It is believed that the blaze start- 
ed from defective wiring because 
it was in the end of the building 
where all of the wiring and elec- 
tric facilities were stationed. 

"It couldn't have been spontan- 
eous .combustion," said Hills, "be- 
cause there was no hay at that end 
of the barn." 

Hay All Consumed 
At the other end of the loft, how- 
ever, 60 tons of baled and loose hay 
were stored. It wds the supply nec- 
essary for carrying the cattle 
through the rest of \he winter. 

The machine shed was saved and 
along with it a tractor, a saw, and 
a drag, and other equipment. ; 

Mr. Hills' cows were immediate- 
ly sheltered at the nearby farm of 
H. H. Grimm, who disposed of his 
cattle not so long ago and who had 
plenty of room for the 20 head. 

Mr. Streuver, owner of the farm? 
who lives at Peru, 111., had not ar- 
rived yesterday to look the situa- 
tion over and it is not 'known what 
will be done about rebuilding. In- 
surance was carried on the destroy- 
ed barn and adjoining cow shelter.

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How To Lick Fire 

It is universally hoped that this year will wit- 
ness real progress in the battle to reduce fire waste. 
The professionals — the people and the organizations 
whose jobs is to blueprint the mechanics of fire pre- 
vention — the better organized than ever before. Under 
the aegis of the President of the United States, state 
<:ommittocs have been established to deal with 
fire problems locally. And ,-every effort has been 
made to enlist the active support of the public in 
this great endeavor. 

One very necessary step is for American com- 
munities, down to the smallest, to accept the respon- 
sibilities which are properly theirs. A very large pro- 
portion of our building codes, for instance, are hope- 
lessly obsolete .In many other cases, good codes are 
jneaningless because of lack of enforcement. During 
the war and for a time thereafter, material and labor 
shortages made it difficult and in some cases impos- 
sible to maintain high standards in this field. That 
.situation no longer exists, and safe construction — 
along with the elimination of existing fire traps — is 
now possible and essential. 



It is undoubtedly, true that, many fire depart- 
ments are in need of overhauling — both as to person- 
nel and equipment. Money spent for this purpose is 
the best possible community investment. Wlien a town 
is too small to operate a department of its own, it 
can often secure centrally located facilities. 

• The way to lick fire is to build up strong physi- 
cal defenses against it — and then carry the gospel of 
fire prevention into every home and place of business. 
Lot's make 1949 the year in which that is accom- 
plished.

Problems For The Storekeeper 

According to the National Association of Food 
Chains, "A good many food men seem to expect some 
continuation of the downtrend in food prices, some- 
what lower sales, and difficulty in maintaining pres- 
ent profit margins." There is a similar feeling in other 
lines of retail trade as well, based on the fact that 
many people have used up war savings and must 
buy carofuly to get along on current income. In-brief, 
the day of "free spending", in which almost anything 
would sell at a good price, is over. 

The problems this situation poses for retailers 
should be widely understood by^ consumers who 
often, mistakenly, blame them for present price lev- 
els. Most of the food chains can operate on a profit of 
less than two cents out of each dollar spent with them,, 
due to their rapid turnover. Stores dealing in clothing, 
general merchandise, novelties, and so on, have to 
earn an average of five or six cents out of that dollar. 
The independent stores operate on about the same 
basis. Thus, even a very small cut in profit margins 
is a matter of moment to the storekeeper. He has very 
little "fat" to go on, and the most careful and economi- 
cal management is necessary to keep him out of the 
red. 

The reason why retailing provides such ex- 
cellent service for so small a profit, lies in two 
words — efficiency and competition. Some consumers 
buy where the lowest prices are offered. Some look 
for special services, such as deliveries and credit. But, 
whatever the individual consumer prizes most, there 
is a long list of stores eager for his patronage,"and each 
seeks to outdo the others. American retailing is the 
best in the worldJand the free enterprize system keeps 
it so.
